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HERE exists an unfortunate condi- 

tion within the ranks of all Christian 
peoples, which is derived from an atmos- 
phere for which they are themselves whol- 
ly responsible. Intent upon elimination of 
these unfortunate circumstances the apos- 
tle Paul has enjoined the following reme- 
dy. 

Text: “Endeavoring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace,” Eph. 
4:3. 

This great teacher of Christian ethics 
had just offered an earnest prayer in chap- 
ter three, that, we “‘may be able to com- 
prehend with all saints what is the 
breadth and length, and depth, and 
height; and to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that ye might 
be filled with all the fulness of God,” 
vs. 18, 19. Then follows a hortatory 
note in which he beseeches men to “walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith ye are 
called.” There is nothing quite so impor- 
tant in the life of a minister, and of 
equal importance is it that along with 
him all Christians learn what is God’s 
particular calling for them. If this is 
properly learned, we will not sidestep the 
will and purpose of God. 

The word “vocation” means regular 
employment, vocation, or profession, The 
prominent idea is that we keep “regularly 
employed” at the “profession” or calling 
that God has given us. The minister who 
is busy with his own duties, will find no 
time to distract from those of his fellow 
minister. The same rule is aptly applied 
to the laymen. Find what is God’s mind 
and will for you, and then trust God “‘to 
bring it to pass”. With this knowledge at 
heart, you know what relationship you 
occupy as touching other members of the 
church, whether general or local. You will 
at the same time know their relationship 
to you. The unity of the church, both 
local and general, has been, by Christ, so 
minutely timed together that when we 
are abiding in the proper spiritual frame 
of mind “the members will have the 
same earnest care one for another.” 
Practice of this rule and spiritual affin- 
ity will eradicate “‘schism” or division. 
Unity proper is a state of spiritual exer- 
cise and function of all members of any 
church body, divinely set into their re- 
spective places by the “act of God.” Men 
cannot create such heavenly oneness by 
creeds or dogmas. 

OUR PART 

While we are entirely dependent upon 
God to originate the divine order within 
our ranks, if we are to retain it, it re- 
mains therefore that we as_ individuals 
can, and are required and exhorted to 
contribute something to the success and 
furtherance of such unity by our endeav- 
ors. 


We are admonished in our text, to 
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“ENDEAVOR” to keep the unity of the 
Spirit. Endeavor is a very strong word, it 
is one that is always primary in the ac- 
complishment of any task. God will hold 
us responsible to the best of our knowl- 
edge to put forth an “ENDEAVOR” to 
keep the unity of the Spirit, as it first ex- 
isted between us and other individual 
members. Whatever will break spiritual 
unity and fellowship, we are responsible 
to avoid as an “endeavor” to maintain a 
solid front against evil. Ministers like 
other members are essentially different, 
not that we appear in different light or 
relationship in God’s sight. Not that we 
are superior or inferior to others, for 
both the “indecoroused” or improperly 
disciplirted members are along with the 
“comely” or honored and well favored 
members, so accounted as members of the 
body of Chirst..We can lay no claim to 
the right to become a model by which 
other members are to be criticized or 
judged, because of some superior talent. 
What has made our differences, not our 
superiority above others, is rather the ef- 
fect that sin has had upon us, and from 
which we are not free so far as effects 
are concerned. 


The man or the woman who can love 
most fervently, regardless of faults and 
imperfections in others, is himself or her- 
self the greatest image of our Master. An 
endeavor intent upon divine accomplish- 
ment of unity and purpose, must be as- 
sociated with the following three things: 
1. lowliness; 2. meekness; 3. longsuffer- 
ing. We must account ourselves as “low” 
rather than high. We must be “meek” 
toward others even when opposed. We 
must be longsuffering toward others 
when wrongfully treated. To suffer 
wrong and to take it patiently is a true 
“endeavor” to keep the unity of the 
Spirit. To be equally careful not to 
thrust an injury upon another is of 
equal importance if unity is to be main- 
tained; this is also an honest endeavor, In 
our endeavor to keep the unity of the 
Spirit, we have no license to deal harshly 
even with an offending member. The 
“lowliness”, the “‘meekness” and “‘longsuf- 
fering” we possess are the earmarks of 
divine qualitication for divine leadership. 
Men who are rash or hard in their deal- 
ings with others, show by those maneu- 
vers their shallowness and lack of divine 
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love. We do not edify the body of Christ, 
nor do we preserve the divine order with- 
in it, by strenuously opposing ways or 
views of others with whom we do not 
agree; we “edify” and “preserve” only 
when we “overcome evil with good”. 
When we seek to have our way about 
things within the church, this does not 
portray the spirit of great leadership; it 
is alone as we throw off the mellowness 
and perfume of Christ that will soften 
the hearts of those who are forgiving. 
We must “forbear in love” if we are to 
reach and abide in the “vocation” where- 
with we are called. 


DIVERSIFIED UNITY 


Do not expect a unity which will read- 
ily meet your approval. In the apostle’s 
analogy of the body of Christ, he has used 
the human body as a model. In the physi- 
cal body there are ‘“‘many members” 
which have different functions, “yet but 
one body”. The same is aptly true of 
“the body of Christ”. As we find a unity 
in the human body, composed of a diver- 
sity in members, just so within the 
Church of God there are members diverse 
one from the other because of different 
functions to be performed, all, however, 
belonging to the body of Christ. The 
church during its most successful times, 
was at its best a “body” of Christians 
composed of a “diversity” both as to of- 
ficials and laymen. There were: 1. apos- 
tles, 2. prophets, 3. evangelists, 4. pastors, 
5. teachers. After which there were “‘car- 
nal” and “spiritual” members. 1 Cor.’ 3: 
1; 2:13. Diversity in gifted ministers, 
provides “variety” in instruction. 

Love places no greater test upon others 
than “whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to them”. 
If you see faults in others do your com- 
plaining unto the Lord. If He blesses you 
while you criticize your brother or sister 
in your prayers, then feel free to do it af- 
ter you have first done it before God. Re- 
member that love is not so exacting in its 
dealings. After we had sinned “love” 
found a way around our unfortunate 
condition, how that we might still share 
the love and blessings of God. The love of 
God deals with us through His mercy. 
The justice of God deals with us through 
judgment. If you are inclined to judge 
rather than to shew mercy, remember 
this, ““Whatever measure you mete, it 
shall be measured to you again”. 

A successful spiritual unity can alone 
be obtained and maintained as we follow 
the divine command to “be pitiful and 
love as brethren.” If you can see in your 
fellow churchman enough fire to fan, 
there is hope of a burning flame result- 
ing from its fanning. If on the other 
hand, you see the barrenness of sin in 
others’ lives, mercy was provided for

Some of 
these people had had the roots of their 
family, he adds, in Germany from times 
beyond history, and the indications are 
that the era of dismissals in Germany has 
not ended.—The Alliance Weekly.

WILL TO-DAY’S YOUTH STAND BY 
THE FLAG? 

“The rising tide of Communism is now 
sweeping the nation with accumulated 
force and momentum that threatens the 
very foundation of our social and eco- 
nomic structure, This menace, today, is 
infinitely worse than most of us dream.” 

These are the words of E. R. West, 
President of U. S. Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. 

One of the most serious aspects of the 
situation is the hold Socialistic and Red 
school teachers and college _ professors 
have gained upon boys and girls and 
youth.

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Some “Ghings to “Ghink About

E are living in a country of unbe- 

lief today. Seemingly as much so 
as was Jesus when he said, (Mark 6:4) 
“A prophet is not without honour, but 
in his own country, and among his own 
kindred, and in his own house.” It has 
been, and is yet, a great question, as to 
why there are not more-great works be- 
ing done here in America. As we are liv- 
ing in a country with a form of godliness 
and unbelief, then in the light of Mark 6: 
5, 6 (“And he could there do no mighty 
works, save that he laid his hands upon a 
few sick folk, and healed them. And he 
marvelled because of their unbelief.’’), 
we are made to believe that the unbelief 
of the people is the answer to the question 
of why no more works. 


Many people have become more or less 
fanatic about this matter, and have begun 
preaching signs and great works instead 
of the gospel of our Lord and Savior Je- 
sus Christ. We were in a series of meet- 
ings some time ago where there was much 
said about signs following believers, and 
a great deal of criticism about other peo- 
ple for not preaching the signs. It seemed 
that the best way to get those folks to 
shout was to testify that you believed in 
preaching the signs. The writer of this 
item believes in the power of God and 
has been acquainted with God for some 
time, has trusted the Lord for the heal- 
ing of my body and been healed many 
times. We would not try to limit the 
power of God for we are taught and do 
know that there is no other such power 
in existence as the great power of God. 
Also, we believe that the nine spiritual 
gifts belong to the Church of God today, 
and we believe in signs following _ be- 
lievers. 

Before we decide on a matter let us 
take the advice that Paul gave Timothy 
when he said, “Study to show thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth.” For if we fail to 
rightly divide the Word, we are not so 
liable to be successful workmen. As we 
have already stated, we believe in signs 
following believers, but we do not find in 
God’s Word where we are ever told to 
follow signs. If you hitch the horse be- 
hind the cart you may travel but your 
only chance is to travel a backward 
course, The same rule will work with the 
preacher, if he handles the Word back- 
wards. 

We recall a man who for a long time 
had a bright experience and was success- 
ful in preaching the gospel. Suddenly he 
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turned backward in the shafts and began 
in a Sunday School class (that we were a 
member of) to try following the signs. 
His next step backward was to try it in 
the pulpit and his final backward step 
was into the darkness of sin. Now let us 
examine the command given to the 
preachers in Mark 16. He tells them to 
preach the gospel (not the signs). The 
only thing he says about these signs is 
that they will follow the believer. What 
is the gospel? The word comes from the 
two words “God” and “spell,” God 
meaning a being possessed of supernatural 
power, and spell meaning to spill to light. 
Another meaning of gospel is “glad tid- 
ings” concerning Christ, the kingdom of 
God, and salvation. So the command giv- 
en to the preacher is to spill the light, the 
glad tidings concerning Christ and salva- 
tion, and it is not to argue about signs. 
The Bible says they preached that men 
should repent. They didn’t preach signs, 
they preached the gospel and signs fol- 
lowed believers. Now if we go around 
preaching snakes and signs, we ure 
preaching what He said would come af- 
ter the preaching and believing, and leav- 
ing the gospel to do the following, so we 
get the cart before the horse and can nev- 
er expect the signs to follow unless we 
carry out His command. Preach the glad 
tidings of His love so people may believe 
and be saved. 


Another thing some one has tried to 
do is prove by Mark 16 that if a preacher 
would not invite the devil to bring 
snakes into the church house, he surely 
had no right to invite sick people to the 
church to be prayed for, saying that if 
any one would not preach one of the 
signs he had no right to preach any of 
them. There is not a place to be found in 
God’s Word where we are commanded to 
preach anything concerning snake-hand- 
ling, in the preaching of the _ gospel. 
While on the other hand He commands 
them in Matt. 10:8, “Heal the sick,” and 
so we wish to say that we are privileged 
and commanded to pray for the sick, but 
nowhere did he ever say send out for 
snakes to handle. 


A man asked me what about the scrip- 
ture saying that we would handle snakes? 
Well, we will let the Bible answer for it- 
self. True it is that it says we shall take 
up serpents, but it does not at any place 
teach us to perform a miracle to prove 
the power of God to the devil. If we 
read the 28th chapter of Acts, we will 
find out as to how Jesus meant we would 
take up serpents. V. 3 says Paul was 
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gathering sticks to put on the fire and a 
viper fastened on his hand and he shook 
it off and felt no hurt. Should some one 
have brought this snake to Paul (from 
the devil) and said, ‘“‘Now it is written 
that believers in the gospel shall take up 
serpents,” would he have handled it to 
prove to the devil that he could? Let the 
scripture be our answer to this question. 
In Psa. 91:11, 12 we are told that Jesus 
will have God’s protection so that He 
can tread on snakes (the adder) and that 
the angels shall bear Him up so that the 
stones will not bruise Him if He dash 
His feet against a stone. In Matt. 4:5, we 
read where the devil took Jesus up on a 
high pinnacle, quoted Scripture to Him, 
and asked Him to jump off the pinnacle 
and prove it, but did He do it? No, He 
did not! The 7th verse is His answer to 
Satan. He says, “It is written again, Thou 
shalt not tempt the Lord thy God.” If 
the devil had brought Him an adder and 
told Him it was written that He would 
tread upon it, His answer would have 
been the same, 

To paraphrase Psa. 91:11-13 it would 
read, “These signs shall follow the Son of 
God, the angels shall have charge oves 


no hurt if he dash his feet against a 
stone, and he shall tread on snakes (the 
adder) and lions and dragons.” So we see 
that the same things are written of Jesus 
as are written of believers in Mark 16, 
and never did He go around inviting peo- 
ple to bring in the lion and adder and 
dragon, for Him to tread on to make the 
signs follow. But He did the opposite 
thing to this when the devil brought Him 
an adder or told Him to jump off the 
pinnacle, He merely turned him away 
wich a quick answer from the Scriptures. 
Surely Christ would have tempted the 
Lord if He had jumped off the pinnacle 
or turned the stones to bread or done any 
other miracle for the devil, and if Satan 
brings us a rattlesnake and says, “Now it 
is written that you shall handle it,” the 
only way to keep from tempting the 
Lord is to do as Jesus did and resist him. 

Our writing this item is not from a 
railing standpoint but there are some of 
whom we know who we fear may have a 
stumbling block cast in their way and we 
merely hope to help them and any one 
else who might be made to stumble by 
some one’s error.

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Ghristianity Replaces Communism in HAiangsi 


H, HE’S A RED!” .. . We say it 

carelessly. To some of us it means, 
““He’s a radical and dangerous.” But to 
an ever-increasing number of parlor and 
pulpit theorists to say a man_ is a Red 
simply means, “He’s a pioneer. He’s out 
to build a new world of brotherhood.” 

But ... what kind of world? What 
sort of brotherhood? 

Recently I came in late at a young peo- 
ple’s conference. The speaker was address- 
ing a picked group of young men and 
girls from two states, He was a clergy- 
man. This is what he said: 

“The only way to get world brother- 
hood is to adopt Communist methods. If 
there is a strike in your town, a struggle 
between labor and capital, young people, 
get into that strike! Picket. Use force on- 
ly if necessary... but it may be neces- 
sary. The Communist way is the Chris- 
tian way!” 

And most of these picked young peo- 
ple from our Christian churches cheered! 

Any man has a right to his opinion. 
But when he begins to teach this opinion 
to our young people as fact, it is some- 
thing else again. Let us leave theories 
alone for a few moments and take a look 
at a few facts. 

This is the true story of how the Com- 
munists came to the provinces of Kiangsi 
and Fukien, in China. 

George W. Shepherd, who told this 
story a few days ago to a group of busi- 
ness men on the twentieth story of an 
American skyscraper, is no novelist. He is 
a man who Jives adventure. Murder on 
his front lawn. A prison in his living 
room. Eight of his fellow missionaries 
killed because they taught brotherhood by 
love rather than by force. Of the past 
fifteen years which Mr. Shepherd has 
lived in China, eight of them have been 
spent among the exciting days in the 
heart of Communist China. He knows 
what he is talking about. 

“In order to understand why the farm- 
ers of China welcomed the Communists 
to their villages, it is necessary to go 
back and review a little history,” said 
Mr. Shepherd. 

“For the past fifteen years many of 
the officials of China had not been in- 
terested in the welfare of the people. 
When I first came to China and saw a 
nice house, I would ask, ‘How did that 
rich man get his' money?’ And invariably 
the answer would be, ‘Don’t you know? 
He’s an official, of course!’ If social- 
minded missionaries tried to teach the 
farmers how to raise two bowls of rice 
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instead of one, the tax collectors took 
the second bowl .. . and kept it for them- 
selves, 

““ "We will give you good government,’ 
promised the Soviets. ‘Brotherhood for ev- 
ery man!’ This is what they promised. Is 
it any wonder the harassed farmers opened 
wide their doors and invited them in?” 

But it was a strange sort of brother- 
hood the Communists brought. 

They came first to the hospital where 
Mrs. Clara Sargent Shepherd, who is a 
physician, was training the village people 
to look after their own neighbors. But it 
was the Chinese doctor who assisted Dr. 
Shepherd for whom they asked. The 
doctor was a brave man. But he 
knew what it meant to be asked 
for by a Red army, He escaped up the 
mountain side. After him,like baying 
hounds after a rabbit, went the Red Army 
soldiers, laughing, shouting. 

Mad with fear and fatigue, the doctor 
stopped for a moment on the edge of a 
precipice. What he thought of as he 
stood there on the edge of eternity, nv 
man will ever know. Perhaps he thought 
of his wife and family in the village be- 
low. Perhaps he remembered that man in 
the hospital who was dying .. . and 
whom his care could save. Perhaps—but 
the Red soldiers of brotherhood were com- 
ing nearer, death in their eyes. But they 
did not torture that doctor. He chose the 
easier way and jumped down the preci- 
pice. 

Mad with rage at being cheated of 
their quarry, the Red soldiers swept down 
the hill and demanded to know if the 
“hunting dog of the capitalists” had any 
family. The shivering villagers told them, 
“Yes.” So they crucified the doctor’s wife 
on the barn door, and watched her die. 
And this was the way that Red brother- 
hood came to Fukien. 

As Mr. Shepherd told his story in 
short, unemotiohal sentences, you could 
seem to see the little hot street of that 
Chinese town. Its terrified families hud- 
dling in their homes. Terror peeping in at 
the window. Window-sills, floors and beds 
torn away in the search for hidden treas- 
ures. When the Communists went away 
many homes were mere shells. In some 
not a living creature . . . cow, horse, cat 
or dog—was left. “Brotherhood” had li- 
quidated” them all. 

Over a million Chinese were killed in 
this Red area in the name of brotherhood. 

NOR did even the poor people escape. 
The village barber in his small hut by 
the creek asked wonderingly when he 


saw some of the chief men of the village 
beheaded on the lawn of the missionary’s 
home, “Is so much violence necessary for 
brothers to share?” A Red soldier eyed 
him angrily. “You, too, are a counter re- 
volutionary!” he cried. He swung his 
sword, and without trial or jury, the old 
barber’s head rolled down the bank to 
join the ever-increasing pile in the creek 
below. 

But if neither rich nor poor people of 
the village were allowed to “share” or 
even to make a remark without being 
beheaded, who then, did the sharing? 
Brotherhood meant grab from those who 
have, and distribute to those who have 
not. Brotherhood to many—and to the 
missionaries—meant death. Eight of the 
missionary friends of George Shepherd 
and his family were murdered. By some 
miracle which only God, in His mercy, 
understands, the Shepherd family escaped. 
And now he was telling his story on the 
twentieth story of an American  sky- 
scraper. 

And the second miracle was that Geo. 
Shepherd was not bitter. He said: 

“You can not have brotherhood by 
force. Only intelligent love can teach peo- 
ple to share.” 

Facts, not theory! 

“Use force only if necessary” the 
clergyman had advised the American 
young people when he told them that 
Communist methods were the Christian 
way. But who is to decide when force is 
necessary? If you unloose a torrent of 
force and greed, how can you suddenly 
turn it into “the peaceable rivers of 
love”? Maybe it would be a good idea to 
give a few of these theorists a one way 
ticket for China—and let them see for 
themselves! 

The third miracle in this story of New 
China is that George W. Shepherd went 
back! Back to the. war-torn areas where 
his life had hung by a thread. Back to 
this bewildered people in their desolate 
homes. He went back at the invitation of 
the government and the people, to teach 
them a new kind of brotherhood, the 
brotherhood of love. 


For years the Christians in China had 
been singing in their hymns that we are 
all “children of the King.” They had 
been urging Christian brotherhood as bet- 
ter than the Red brand. Now General 
Chiang Kai-shek, who as the Generalis- 
simo of the National Armies of China 
had driven out the Communists from 
Fukien and Kiangsi and reorganized the 
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provincial governments, said to the 
Christian Church in China: 

“Here’s your chance to show what 
Christ can do to rebuild the social order 
of China! You are invited to co-operate 
with us in the long program of recon- 
struction.” 

So George Shepherd and his brave doc- 
tor wife went back into that countryside 
that had brought death to their friends. 
And people did not say, “Oh, he’s a Red!” 
They said, ‘Oh he’s a Christian!” And it 
was up to him to prove which kind of 
brotherhood was best. 

And he did! 

Picture to yourself the group of twen- 
ty young Chinese students, all of them 
trained college graduates, who went back 
to help Mr. Shepherd set up a Christian 
social order. He had visited the graduat- 
ing classes of the Christian colleges in 


‘China and had said, “This is not going 


to be a picnic. You will sleep on rough 
boards—for that is all the beds there are. 
You may not have what you are used to 
to eat. You will walk instead of ride. You 
won’t even get any salary—just ten dol- 
lars U. S. currency a month to live on. 
But it is a chance to live for China—and 
for Christ!” 

And he had so many volunteers, it 
looked as if whole graduating classes 
wanted to work for Christ for nothing! 
Only twenty of these trained young men 
and women could be taken; the poor re- 
jected ones had to worry along on com- 
mercial salaries ranging from $100 to 
$500 a month. For there is no unemploy- 
ment among the technically trained in 
China. There are too few of them. 

Lichwan, a county in Kiangsi pro- 
vince, was selected to try out this new 
Christian way of sharing. New, but as 
old as Galilee. The students went first 
into the homes to see what conditions 
were. They came back with tears in their 
eyes, 

“People can’t live this way . . . it 
isn’t human!” cried one girl. “They have 
little furniture. No decent food. I have 
been asking the mothers and most of 
them have had eighteen or twenty babies 
—and only three or four of them reach 
maturity. It’s horrible. You can’t exist 
this way.” 

“But people do, millions of them,” Mr. 
Shepherd told her gently. “That’s why 
we're here.” 

So these young Christians began to 
really share this life that couldn’t be 
true—but was. They slept on the hard 
beds. They ate the poor food. They 
couldn’t go in and just force their mod- 
ern ideas of diet and hygiene upon a pen- 
niless people. But they could go in and 
share their hardships and little by little 
work out a new and practical way of liv- 
ing. They didn’t rush into the homes and 
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say, “Heavens, don’t use that dirty tow- 
el!” when the father came in from the 
fields and washed his sweaty face with 
the family towel in a bowl of lukewarm 
water. Of course, if the father had small- 
pox or trachoma (which ends in blind- 
ness) he passed it on to his son and his 
wife and the rest of the family. But what 
these modern sharers did say was, “Why 
not dip the towel in boiling water instead 
of lukewarm?” 

And so a million or so germs died 
around Lichwan . . . and the people be- 
gan to live in peace and security. 

By sharing, these trained young people 
learned not only the problems of the ru- 
ral household; they gained the confidence 
of the people. Nearly everybody, they 
found, had malaria, because of the cli- 
mate and malnutrition. Nobody bothered 
much about it until he had a fever of 105 
—then he went to bed and either died or 
got better. It was useless to advise each 
child to drink a glass of Ovaltine before 
bed, with a family income of less than 
$100 a year! But everyone had soy beans 
growing in the now newly hopeful gar- 
dens, safe from the raids of the Red 
“brothers,” so the college people said, 
“Why doesn’t everyone drink a pint of 
soy bean milk a day?” And the govern- 
ment aided in securing supplies of qui- 
nine. The students helped dig for better 
drainage. And lo and behold, malaria be- 
gan to die down! 

A new kind of sharing! The village 
people wondered. “What is this strange 
brotherhood that calls itself Christian?” 

BUT this new kind of sharers did not 
give out pamphlets—they just went on 
writing the sayings of Christ in the book 
of their lives. They went on_ living 
Christ’s way. 

A dusty young chemist burst into Me. 
Shepherd’s room one afternoon. He was a 
brilliant young Chinese, trained in Eu- 
rope, who had been offered a large salary 
by a commercial firm. But he had chosen 
to come to Kiangsi for just his board and 
keep, in order that he might help the for- 
ty struggling paper mills in that province 
and put the farmers in this devastated 
region back on their feet. He rushed into 
Mr. Shepherd’s room and said: 

“I’ve just figured something out as | 
walked along.” He had walked twenty 
miles along the dusty road from the last 
paper mill. ‘We don’t need ten dollars a 
month. We can manage on eight dollars 
—here, I'll show you!” 

Who was doing the sharing here? 

As he told this story, Mr. Shepherd 
smiled. This group of American business 
men, far from the dusty roads of China, 
had just eaten a luncheon that cost one 
dollar and fifty cents on the menu. Pro- 
bably most of them had more than ten 
dol'ars in their pockets for that day’s in- 
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cidentals. 

“I call this a red-hot Christian!” re- 
marked Mr. Shepherd. “For if money— 
and its use—is not one of the acid tests 
of a man’s religion, what is? 

But this missionary was not making in- 
vidious comparisons. It never entered his 
head. For these business men had shared 
too. It was the money from their pockets 
that had trained these Christian experi- 
menters in Christian living, in the Chris- 
tian colleges of China. For Lichwan and 
all it means of brotherhood for rural 
China really grew out of years of mis- 
sionary giving. 

This sort of sharing does not spring 
like a sword from a scabbard, or leap 
swiftly, like a bullet from a gun. It is 
slow natural growth, which has its roots 
in the sort of sharing that has_ no na- 
tionality, that knows no motto, save, “In 
His Name.” 

“Shall we have Communism . . . or 
Christ?” 

The youth of the world is asking. 
Somehow or other, it is becoming in- 
creasingly evident, we must learn to share 
more equally if we are to live together in 
peace, But how? 

“By their fruits ye shall know them.” 

The fruits of Communism in China are 
blood and bitter poverty. The fruits of 
Christian sharing in Lichwan are these: 
Efficient farms; co-operation; rural 
health; village industries; better homes; a 
knowledge of “Our Father who is in 
heaven.” But the Chinese villagers in the 
homes do not call the fruits by these 
names. To the farmers this means two 
bowls of rice for the farhily instead or 
one; to the mothers, fewer little graves; 
to all, an orderly existence, co-operation 
and peace. 

For love instead of fear broods to-day 
over the villages of Lichwan, and through 
the New Life Movement is spreading 
throughout the nation.

Dear Friends and Fellowship: 

“There is the sound of abundance of 
rain” in the Apure, which is quite nor- 
mal near the equator during four or five 
months in the year. The winter seasons of 
the tropics north of the mystic line begin 
about this time. 

Rains and floods have their signifi- 
cance, typically and spiritually, which are 
also becoming normal through the visita- 
tions of God in that region. It is helpful 
in our thinking and observations upon 
the ways of God in the spiritual realm, 
to draw analogies and types from the laws 
or phenomena in the natural and physi- 
cal. 

Miss Losada, the devoted school teacher 
and founder of the only mission school in 
the jungles, has just arrived in Caracas, 
in response to an urgent call from her 
niece, one of an orphan family, and dear 
to the missionary aunt, and in need of 
her presence. Miss Losada has often feit 
the pull of the heartstrings in the natural 
claims of the orphaned family, but the 
life yielded to the more peremptory call 
now for many years to minister to the 
children of the neglected hinterlands, is 
ever conscious of the prior claims of 
Christ for the orphaned thousands with- 
out light or learning. 

She recounts that a few hours after 
starting across the plains on her way 
hither, there was heard an ominous sound 
of abundance of rain. With little warn- 
ing one of those stormy, tropical pre- 
ludes to the coming season enveloped 
them in a cloud-burst. Night was ap- 
proaching, the nearest town yet miles dis- 
tant, and the already sodden surface of 
the auto trails too slippery for safety. A 
lone hut offered some shelter, and a bed 
of boards for repose. These provided a 
scant accommodation for auto and pas- 
sengers till dawn. In a few weeks, trans- 
portation across these cattle lands will 
only be possible by navigation in canoes 
or mounted on oxen. 

What wonderful news this brave wom- 
an has brought us from the Annual As- 
sembly and the pilgrim multitude gath- 
ering to Churruscao, the rallying center, 
through the Holy Week, climaxing in the 


inspiration of the Easter morn and its 
message. “Sounds” from the _heavenlies 
are reverberating through the jungle. 


“Sounds also of abundance of rain”. 
“Streams in the desert” from beyond the 
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clouds. “For I will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty and floods upon the dry 
ground.” ‘“‘The little one shall become a 
thousand.” These promises are being ful- 
filled. 

Miss Losada came direct from the As- 
sembly overflowing with the facts of the 


ever increasing movement of the Holy 
Spirit throughout the State of Apure. 

Regretting it very much, I was per- 
sonally unable to respond tc the urgent 
call for my presence at this great and in- 
spiring gathering, therefore, I was unable 
to secure pictures that might convey to 
you evidence of divine power and match- 
less grace. The presence of the pastor, 
Don Rosendo Ruiz, at this time in Cara- 
cas where he is undergoing needed surgi- 
cal treatment, prevented my leaving for 
San Fernando. The testimony in the jun- 
gle is eternal. Nothing can be done to add 
or detract from that which is already re- 
corded in the heavenlies. 

Eyewitnesses agreed that fully a thou- 
sand of these worshippers assembled. We 
know it was a representative gathering 
with further evidence of God’s continued 
working along with the sowing and reap- 
ing of another year’s harvest. 

We have previously stated that the on- 
ly two workers, leaders officially repre- 
senting the mission, are Pastor Rosendo 
Ruiz, and the evangelist, Aristides Diaz. 
This latter because of his pure Indian ex- 
traction is a striking personality. Spiri- 
tually he is a gospel firebrand blazing the 
trail and lighting up the jungle in conse- 
crated zeal and Holy Spirit power as he 
preaches the Word and wins his way to 
the hearts of men. The center for these 
gatherings in his home, around which a 
gospel settlement is forming, and a testi- 
mony for Christ widely acknowledged, 
as its reality is carried by believers from 
center to circumference. His own posses- 
sion is a comparatively small range known 
as Churruscao. Here the believers have 
built school house and chapel. All the in- 
habitants of the cattle ranges, prairie and 
jungle, are known as “Llaneros”, they 
are almost all pure Indian stock and con- 
sidered hard to govern. 

The first Assembly organized five 
years ago with less than a hundred be- 
lievers in attendance, was the result of 
five years’ of sowing of the Scriptures. 
Two years ago I took a picture of the 
Assembly gathered in the same center 
numbering over six hundred, out of a 
possible one thousand believers in the 
Apure. The reported attendance of a 
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thousand this year is a record which de- 
mands our attentive and prayerful recog- 
nition if we would wish to perceive a 
Bible testimony to a living God, and a 
continuation of His kingdom, subject to: 
apostolic teaching and Holy Spirit work- 
ing according to promise and power. 


“A little one has become a thousand” 
is the Assembly record. A thousand more 
awaited in their scattered districts the re- 
turn of these pilgrims. Here numbers 
would be a snare were it not for the con- 
sciousness of the presence and prevailing 
power of the Holy Spirit during the days. 
of testimony and conference. Not physi- 
cal signs of wonders but all that poured 
forth in personal testimony in recogni- 
tion of what the sowing of the Holy 
Scriptures have produced in human 
hearts,—the message of the Cross and the 
Christ of Calvary. What has occurred in 
that region to cause incredulity or create 
wonder? Nothing but what is declared 
between the COVERS OF THE BIBLE. 
The simple verifying of eternal facts; i. 
e., testifying to the Lamb of God, the Re- 
deemer of all mankind, chosen from be- 
fore the foundation of the world. One 
thousand redeemed men and women born 
out of death into the kingdom of God, 
through the power of the resurrection, 
declare an Easter challenge to sin, Satan 
and the sepulcher!!!! 


Thirty-nine volunteer preachers went 
forth from that center to continue the 
testimony by life and lip and to serve as. 
many groups scattered over hundreds of 
square miles, who awaited their return 
and ministry. At some later date we will 
furnish the list of men and localities, that 
prayer may become your partnership with 
them. 


The “little one” was Don Diego Mar- 
tinez, the first colporteur of those regions, 
whom I left in San Fernando, a stranger 
in that capital. “Little” in beginnings, 
but only as is the seed of wheat or the 
giant tree. He faithfully sowed, sold and 
lived the Scriptures. Some grain produced 
an Aristides Diaz. Pastor Rosendo Ruiz, 
my trained worker of many years, fol- 
lowed to the field. Believers were bap- 
tized by him, forming a church unity. 
“THE LITTLE ONE HAS BECOME A 
THOUSAND.” There continues the 
sound of abundance of rain in the Apure. 
I would pray that my next letter be di- 
rected from there. His will, not mine.

A man 
near Edison offered us a house to live in 
and wood to burn through the winter, 
free of rent, so we accepted the offer and 
began having services in a little schoo!- 
house.

There was a few 
folks interested in The Church of God 
but we had no place to hold meeting. A 
lady who was running a free mission asked 
us to run a meeting there. As she seemed 
to be interested in learning more about 
The Church of God we decided to run 
the meeting. We ran it about three weeks 
and several were blessed of the Lord. We 
learned the Salvation Army owned a 
large hall right up town which they were 
not using. They agreed to let us have it 
free of rent until we could get our work 
going good. It had living quarters in 
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the rear, so we moved in, organized a 
Sunday School and started a meeting 
which ran for a good while. About five 
were saved. Many times the devil tried 
to discourage but God always came on the 
scene and helped us, so we just held on. 
This is known as a very hard field, but 
we knew God was able to give victory.

We also received a call for 
a meeting in Iowa, but was hindered from 
getting there.

"Stand in awe, and sin not,” Psa. 4:4.
